They told me 
that an agent from England had been 
in Japan trying to get their Govern- 
ment 
to 
demonetize silver. 
They 


talked with Senators Stewart, Jones, 
Teller, Sherman and others. 
They 


were warned not to think of allowing 
silver to be discarded as a money 
metal. The result of the investigation 
is that to-day Japan is the great power 
of tne Orient. 


"What would have beau the result 


had Japan done as England wished 
when this question of war with China 
arose ? Japan could not have carried 
on tho war had she been upon a gold 
basis, without first consulting England. 
i gold loan would have resulted aud 
England would have had Japau by the 
throat even as she has us to-day. Eng- 
land fears Japan more to-day than she 
does any other ti.it ion on earth. Japan 
has been successful in her war with 
| China. She iiao gained a concession of 


I entrance to certain ports and the right 
of commerce with certain districts is 
open to her. England viewa this with 
alarm. She would crush Japan in an 
instant if she dared, but the combined 
powers of the world would not permit 
it. England has no hold on her fr»m 
a money point of view, and Japan 
standing free and untratnmeled, will 
come out from an era of ignorance into 
an age of progress as the mightiest 
power of the Orient. 


"England is helpless. She cannot 


crush Japan as shejdid China. When that 
nation tried to close her ports to Indian 
opium, England closed hersilver mints 
iu India, but Japan held out. 
To-day 


Japan is going forward with a stride 
that is surprising. There have been as 
many spindles put up in Japan in the 
last two years, as there have been in 
England in tho last tlvp yen's. How 
England will try to crush Japan is not 
known, but she will do all in her power 
to stop her growth, as she fere-sees an 
Empire is building up in the East that 
is directly antagonistic to her so far as 
a money basis is concerned. It will be 
the Orient against the Occident, silver 
against gold, and the practical demon- 
stration, even for this short time, shows 
the groat value of silver as a money 
metal. 


•England does not fear ua to-day. 


She can drain or flll our national treas- 
ury by a word. We are helplessly in 
her gi ip. We had a chance in 1873 to 
become the great silver country of the 
world; buc wo cast the opportunity 
aside, demonetized uilver, and to-day 
England controls us; more absolutely 
than if she had left her troops and 
governors here since 177G."

THE JONES EXAMINATION. 


The preliminary examination of John 


T. Jones, ex-assistant uielter and re- 
finer of the Carson mint, charged with 
being responsible for the shortage, fig- 
ured out by United States Inspector 
Mason at $75,499 75, was commenced 
before United States 
Commissioner 


Edwards at 11 A. M. to-day with closed 
doors as stipulated, newspaper report- 
era and tho general public being rigidly j 
excluded. 
I 


Mrs. Jennie Fisher was the officially 


appointed stenographer to take down 
the proceedings in full, and there being 
no further postponement 
or further 


time 
called for, the 
examination 


actively commenced. 


General 11, M. Clarke was recorded 


assistant to U. S. District Attorney 
Jones and principally conducted tho 
examination on behalf of the Govern- 
ment, aud the counsel for Defendant 
Jones were Woodburu, CoUlii, Suuimer- 
fleld and Torreyson. 
Jones looked 


smiling and confident and like any- 
thing but a culprit. 


There were also present Superinten- 


dent Adams, Melterand Beflner Harris, 
Warren Noteware, 
Lawrence Clark, 


Earnest Harris, H. H. Beck aud Detect- 
ive Grant. U. S. Marshal Humphreys 
and Bailiff Stevens occupied the room 
adjoining and kept the doors locked 
against outsiders. 


Certain books, documents and ac 


counts from the melting and refining 
department and ten or eleven bars o! 
bullion, including some of ths "spuri- 
ous metal" that Mason discovered were 
also brought over from the mint. 


Inspector Mason was the first wit- 


ness called and took the stand in be- 
half of the Government. 
He stated 


that he tad been connected with the 
mint service over forty years, and had 
been especially detailed by the Govern- 
ment to come to Carson and investi- 
gate the reported shortage 
in this 


mint. 


He then proceeded to give a detailed 


description of the methods generally 
adopted 
by all the United States 


mints, from the reception of the crude 
bullion, weighing, melting, granulating, 
refining, assaying, etc., throughout, 
also the coinage branch, the checks of 
one department on another, from the 
receiver to the superintendent, illus- 
trating his remarks by reference to the 
bullion and apparatus at hand. 


A recess was taken at noon for an 


hour and Mr. Mason occupied the after- 
noon till 4:30 when an adjournment 
was taken till to-morrow.
